‘White marks on a polished surface, caused 
by het dishes, can be removed by applying a 
little olive oil and salt over the stains, This 
should be left for some time, then wiped 
away and polished. The marks will then 
have disappeared. SSS ae eer ee 

No matter. how badly silver: and plated 
articles may be ~scratched,,it is possible to 
remove the marks with a paste formed of 
olive oil and putty powder. The’ paste should 
be rubbed gently over the marks and they 
will then speedily disappear. 

Scratches on marble can be removed. bha 
rubbing with a little vinegar, taking care 
to wash with plain water as soon as the mark 
has vanished. This treatment will affect the 
polish to an extent, but good furniture 
cream rubbed in well will restore the surface. 

Burnt marks on plates can be treated 
successfully with a cork and a little damp 
salt. Rust spots on metal may be removed 
if. they are rubbed with a cork that has been 
dipped in paraffin. A cork moistened with 
paraffin is also splendid for removing marks 
from hearth tiles. 

All kinds of scratches on glass and mirrors 
should be treated with: jewellers’ rouge. This 
should be rubbed on rather vigorously, great 
care being taken to. follow the way of the 
scratch. Some. patience is required in the 
ease of a deep scratch, but sooner or later 
the mark disappears.

He does 
not pretend that ‘‘multilateral,’’ or 
indeed, any treaties can provide a sure 
guarantee against war; but he believes 
that “the world is making great strides 
towards the pacific adjustment of inter- 
national disputes,” and he promises that 
his Government’s policy will be directed 
consistently to that end. It is reported 
from Paris that, in its forthcoming reply 
to his recent note, ‘the French Govern- 
ment will show every disposition to meet 
Mr. Kellogg’s views. France’s problem, } 
of course, is the reconciliation of the 
acceptance of ‘multilateral’’ treaties 
against war with the pledges of mutual 
defence which are involved in the 
Covenant and in the agreement ol 
Locarno. Another hopeful sign of the 
times is the United States Government's 
manifest reluctance to despair of naval 
disarmament.

Advice to Farmers. 


There are, perhaps, no men in Ireland 
sv completely in love with their work -as 
the agricultural instructors who go busily 
about the land aiding, advising, observing 
and discovering. They are research 
workers as well as teachers; and it 
is remarked in The Farmers’ Gazette that 
too little public attention is bestowed 
on their reports. At this season the 
County Committees of Agriculture cir- 
culate those reports, and farmers ought 
to study them with care. The annual 
report of the County Cork Committee is 
quoted as one which derives exceptionally 
interesting conclusions from the work of 
the local instructors. Thus important 
conclusions on the value of maize meal 
in the ration for feeding to stock are set 
It was found that crushed oats, 
steeped for about twelve hours before 
feeding, and fed in conjunction with maize 
meal and pollard in equal parts, gave 
better results, both as regards live-weight 
increase and the cost of production, than 
maize meal and pollard: alone. Further 
experiment showed that the crushed oats 
may be increased to one half without loss. 
“ Here,” remarks The Farmers’ Gazette, 
“we have a singular triumph for home- 
grown versus imported food, and an oppor- 
tunity presented to progressive farmers, 
who formerly had to dispose of their 
grain at very unremunerative prices, of 


turning it to more profitable account by 
converting it into bacon and other annual 


products.” Other experiments sought to 


determine the value of forage crops when 
fed to milch cows in conjunction with the 


usual winter ration and on pasture. In 


one case the feeding of rye in late spring 
resulted in an increased milk yield which 
compensated for the growing and handling 
of the crop. 


Wherever forage crops were 
used pastutes were afforded an oppor- 


tunity to grow sufficiently to ensure a 


full bite before the cattle were put out 


to grass. In order to reduce the farmers’ 


present heavy bill for imported feeding- 


stuffs an effort ought to be made to grow 


as much home-produged food as possible. 
The Cork report indicates that this can 
be dohe on the most surely economic scale 


by the extended growing of catch crops 
and forage crops. Two words of caution 
are addressed to farmers who wish to 
follow the policy recommended by the 
instructors. They are advised, in the first 
place, when growing oats, to pay careful 


attention to the choice of variety. In 
the second place, farmers are warned, 
when buying maize, to see that they get 
genuine maize meal, and that an invoice 
containing a statement of the analysis of 
the oil perventage should be obtained. 
The Cork County Committee proposes to 
go seriously into the question of safe- 
guarding farmers in this respect.

Changing London. 


Between 1911 and 1921 the population

in the preceding decade, The Great War 
was partly responsible for the decline in 
the speed of London’s growth of popula- 
tion, but the decline is partly fictitious. 
Hundreds of thousands of people whd are 
Londoners by occupation have settled of 
recent years in towns and suburbs beyond 


eyen the boundary of Greater London, and 


are_ able, by means of the new transport, 
to travel. daily to their business occupa- 
tions... Some London city workers—as, 
for example, Mr. John Buchan—have their 
homes as far afield as Oxford. A third 
consideration, however, is afforded by a 
special return recently made public by the 
London County Council. This. return 
shows that dense areas are being thinned 
out ; population is ebbing away from the 
heavily congested urban districts. Thus 
Stepitey in ten years lost over 30,000 souls ; 
Westininster lost nearly 19,000; St. 
Marylebone nearly 14,000; Finsbury 
nedrly 12,000, and Bethnal Green nearly 
11,000. So drastic was the paring of the 
overcrowded regions that the County of 
London—as distinct from Greater 
London—showed a loss of over 37,000 
souls. The tendency thus made manifest 
is matter for satisfaction. Every traveller, 
bound for the Continent, as the train runs 
southward from the Thames, has looked 
over the apparently unbounded sea. of 
dingy roofs with a sense oí: depression. 
Bound for destinations in Essex, he has 
viewed the vast warren of mean streets, 
with, here and there, a. prison-like 
school towering towards .the smoky 
sky, with equal distaste. It would. be 
well if it could be shown that the tene- 
ments are being reformed by a propor- 
tionately rapid draiming of the surplus 
population away to a more . wholesome. 
environment. Another respect in which 
Greater London is happier than Dublin— 
and happier, too, than most E 
capitals—is seen in the fact that 79.9 
per cent. of its people are living. in. un- 
divided private houses. Only 7:3.per cént. 
of London’s people now dwell in blocks of

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” Copytight in Fashions. 


In May a diplomatic conference will 
be held in Rome for the purpose of 
revising the present international agree- 
ment on literary ahd artistic copyright. 
It is expected that French designers of 
dress will seek the establishment of an 
international copyright in models of the 
modes. Are we to be faced with a copy-' 
right in dress? Women, no doubt, would, 
welcome such an arrangement. Who among 
them but has paid heavily for some con- 
fection, recommended as being designed 
upon what is called an “exclusive model,” 
only to be chagrined by the appearance 
of a neighbour arrayed on the self-same 
Parisian lines, but in some different tint? 
Safeguards against disappointments of 
this sort, however, might lead to em- 
barrassments of another kind. What 
security would a man possess against 
being served with a writ for plagiarism 
after appearance at his golf club in a suit 
of a tweed pattern that had attracted his 
fancy? How could he be sure that some 
rival club had not sent its champion to 
the field a week earlier in hose of the 
design with which he had sought to 
} dazzle the followers of the game? We may 
find ourselves back in conditions like 
those of the days whem to go abroad in 
the wrong tartan was a perilous political 
offence. Literary copyright in book titles 
does not extend to purely descriptive 
names, such as “A History of the World ”’ 
or ‘A Grammar of Japanese “” ; and copy- 
right in. clothes’ would: need to allow a 
large range of similar exceptions. Men’s 
more formal attire aims at uniformity, 
and copyright in a dinner jacket would 
give the trade of the whole world to a 
single tailor. If clothing is to be made 
amenable to copyright, what phase of the 
fashions will be safe? ‘Will there be 
copyright in whiskers, “shingles’’ and 
moustachios? Barred by a royalty fee 
from cultivating a torpedo beard, must 
the man of fashion’ hunt for a design of 
the straw-colour, the orange-tawny, the 
purple-in-grain beard, or your perfect’ 
yellow?

MR. FENDER ON TEAM WORK. 


Mr. P. G. H. Fender, the Surrey captain, 
speaking at the Epsom Brotherhood Sports’ 
Service yesterday, said that a classical in- 
s‘ance of playing for one’s side as opposed to 
playing for one’s own end was provided in 
the fifth Test Match against Australia two 
years ago. it was the period when the game 
on the Tuesday morning was in a crucial 
state and Richardson was bowling.

J. J. BUTLER.

Patrick’s were the happiest and most fruitful 
of his life. The gifts were most appropriate, 
because he took a keen interest in the col- 
lection of Malton’s prints. The two views 
would always remind him of his association 
with the boys of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
amongst whom were some of his best friends. 
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MR. J. F. GELSTON, C.B.E. 


Mr. John Fitzhugh Gelston, C.B.E.. late 
Deputy Inspector-Genera], Royal Ulster 
Constabulary, and Commissioner of Police, 
Belfast, died at his residence, The Nook, 
Malone road, Belfast, on Saturday. He was 
a son of the late Rev. Hugh Gelston, Rector 
of Kingscourt, Co. Cavan, and joined the 
Royal Irish Constabulary in 1890. He was 
appointed District-Inspector to the County 
Clare temporarily in the same year, and re- 
ceived his permanent commission in 1891 for 
the County Roseommon. He subsequently 
served in the counties of Tipperary and 
Antrim, and in Belfast. He was made 
County Inspector in 1912 for County Cavan; 
was appointed to County Fermanagh in 1913, 
and later in the same year to the County 
Clare. His period of service in that county 
was most arduous. The commencement of 
the political troubles in connection with 
the Nome Rule agitation made police service 
in the county a trying duty, and so intense 
did feeling become that martial law was 
declared in 1918, the police co-operating with 
the military in the maintenance of order. 
Towards the end of 1918 Mr. Gelston re- 
turned to Belfast as Commissioner of Police, 
on the departure of Sir Thomas T. Smith as 
Deputy Inspector-General’ to Dwublin, and 
during the period of trouble in Belfast Mr.

ROYAL OAK. 


NEW ADMIRALTY 
STATEMENT. 


CAUSE OF DISPUTE 


MORE UNOFFICIAL 
DETAILS. 


———- 


The greatest secrecy is still being main- 
tained regarding the affair of the Royal 
Oak. The Admiralty late last Saturday 
night issued the following statement :— 


“ The report of the court of inquiry 
held at Malta to investigate the discipli 
nary matters affecting Rear-Admiral 
Bernard St. G. Collard, C.B., D.8.0.,; 
Captain Kenneth G. B. Dewar, C.B.E., 
and Commander Henry Daniel, D.8.0., 
has been received at the Admiralty, and 
is being considered. 

“The Admiralty definitely state that 
there has been no mutiny nor refusa] to 
sail under Rear-Admiral Collard, nor has 
a courtmartial yet been held.” 


The First Lord of the Admiralty is ex- 
pected to make a statement in the House 
of Commons this afternoon on the affair of 
the Royal Oak. The question, it is under- 
stood, will be put to him on behalf of the 
Opposition by.Mr. Ammon, who was 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Admiralty 
in the last Government, i 

It is possible, however, without pre- 
judging the First Lord’s reply, to amplify 
the official statement in certain particulars 
(says The Times). 


SEVEN HOURS. 

The court of inquiry, it seems, which 
dealt with the relations between Admiral 
Collard and the’ captain and commander 
of his flagship was held in Malta last 
Saturday week. It is said to have yon in 
session for something like seven hours. 
The records, therefore, are probably 
voluminous. Some little time must have 
been taken to form an opinion upon them 
by the Court, and since they only reached 


London on Friday the Admiralty may be} 
excused for requiring the week-end to“ 


consider them. 
Two.of the officers concerned—Captain 
Dewar and Commander Daniel—had 
arrived in London on the previous day, 
but it was clearly out of the questjon: to 
base any public statement upon their view 
of the vase till Admiral Collard was also 
on the spot. | 
It is of some importance also, as bearing 
on the supposed reticence or ignorance of 
the Admiralty, that the whole episode 
came to a head at the very moment when 
the Royal Oak was about to.sail from 
Malta for combined exercises with the 
Atlantic Fleet. But for this fact it 1s 
quite possible that nothing would ever 
have been heard -of it. 
If, as is generally believed, it was th 
outcome . of a series of comparatively 
trivial incidents between officers who 
found -it impossible to work together in 
harmony, it might, no doubt, have been 
composed in a@ slack season by some re- 
arrangenient of duties. — i 
As things were, the Commander-ir-Chief 
presumably thought it necessary to hold 
an immediate court of inquiry so as to 
prevent the friction from going further 
at such a time. 


MR. BRIDGEMAN SEES THE KING.

" The Nava]. Correspondent.of The Times, 
writes’ as. follows. on certain , tecbpical 
terms and _ practices:—Hitherto no exr 
planation has ‘heen given of the term, 
“ suspended,”’ which is used in connection 
with all three officers, and which is re- 
ferred to in. certain quarters as if .1t 
reflected upon them. Actually they have 
all gone on leave. We are told that the 
Commander-in-Chief offered the Rear- 
Admiral the opportunity of transferring 
his flag to another ship and that he was 
given permission to strike his flag. This 
is the natural thing to do when. officers 
proceed on leave. 

It must be recalled that the Roval Oak 
was wanted urgently for the exercises 
about to take place, and .he, therefore, 
reverted to the statns of a private ship 
for this purpose. Regarded from “his 
point of view, the occurrence is reduced 
to its true dimensions. -t has been sug- 


‘vested that the affair can only be settled 


by a courtmartial. 

The circumstances of the case, so far 
as they have been revealed, do not neces- 
sarily point to such a course. To hold a 
courtmartial there should be a prosecutor, 
auld a definite charge must be promul- 
gated.. Except in the case of survivors 
tried for the loss of their ship, for which 
they. can have no real responsibility, 
there must be a prisoner. 


THE BERESFORD-SCOTT AFFAIR. 

There are certain points of similarity 
between this case and the Beresford-Scott 
affair 21 years ago. There is, it appears, 
a similar conflict of personality. That 
matter was dealt with by the Admiralty 
without a: courtmartial. 


CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

According to a statement in the Sunday 
Times, the trouble arose out of a proposal 
concerning the holding of sports and the 
entertainment of the crew, which are said 
to have brought Admiral Collard into 
conflict with Captain Dewar and Com- 
mander Daniel. 


. A WIDE DIFFERENCE. | 
The difference being too wide to permit 
agreement, a report was made to Admiral 
Sir Roger Keyes, the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Fleet. Sir Roger Keyes investi- 
gated the report; and, regarding the inci- 
dent more or less as a domestic matter. 
endeavoured to-close it by suggesting that

MYSTERY OF OLD 


MAN’S DEATH, . 
BODY EXHUMED 18 
MONTHS LATER. 


VILLAGERS PLEDGED 
‘TO SECRECY. 


— w 


A remarkable barrier of secrecy surrounds 
the exhumation by: the Surrey police of the 
body of an aged farmer who was buried in 
the little churchyard of St. Jofin’s, near 
Woking. The people in the neighbourhood 
did not know whose body was being exhumed, 
and extraordinary precautions were taken: by 
the police. to prevent the identity of the 
person becoming known. 

Four men, accompanied by the sexton and 
the Vicar of the church, went into the new 
part of the churchyard about eleven o'clock 
on Friday morning. 

‘They placed high canvas around an un- 
marked grave,” said a woman living near, 
““and afterwards they. bore out: a coffin, 
which appeared to be very white, and took 
it to a waiting hearse, in which it was driven 
away. They returned last night with the 
coffin and re-buried it in the same place.” 

‘The Vicar, the Rev. 
he was unable to divulge anything that had 
taken place. 

Men who work in the church had been 


sworn to secrecy. 


EXHAUSTIVE INQUIRIES. 
Inquiries were made in the district for 
many weeks before the exhumation was de- 
cided upon, and a number of villagers were 
questioned. Statements were taken from them, 
and in every case the police insisted on. a 
pledge ‘of. secrecy’ béing signed. When 
thesc were investigated the Home 
Office was vonsulted and the éxhuma- 
tion was carried out, the police at 
the same time digging up a piece of the 
common in the vicinity, apparently- to distract 

attention from the poli 4 operation. 


A SEPTUAGENARIAN, 

The man who came to the neighbourhood 
of Woking in the summer of 1926 from a dis- 
tance, is described as being over seventy and 
a sufferer from asthma. He lived with friends 
in one of the many large houses on the out- 
skirts of the town, and for a time was 
frequently seen at Woking with a spaniel dog. 
which was his constant companion. Then 
he became ill and his walks were less 
frequent. A doctor was called in and the man 
died in August, 1926. The doctors who had 
attended him gave a certificate, , certifying. 
the cause of his death. : 

Whether he had relatives or not is not 
clear. None attended his funeral, and after- 
wards his grave was uncared for. It was 
not marked by any stove or inscription, and 
was so neglected that people who had rela- 
tives buried near were moved out of pity to 
place flowers upon it.

UNIVERSITY SENATE TO MEET. 

At né&kt “‘“Jednesday’s meeting of the 
Senate of London University consideration 
will Le given to a resolution calling for the 
setting up of a committee to inquire into 
the: banning of further women students at 
the Westminster, Charing Cross, London, 
St. George’s, and King’s College Hospitals. 
Wednesday's resolution will, it is understood, 
mark the first step of a campaign of protest 
against the banning of women students at 
these hospitals. 

The resolution, which is to be moved by 
Mr. Walter E. Spencer, Vice-President of the 
Westminster Hospital, and seconded by Dr. 
E. Graham Little, M-P. for London Uni- 
versity, will call for an inquiry into the whole 
position of women students, and for an in- 
vestigation to be made into the question of 
the legality of the hospital's decision, as it is 
vontended that the University’s regulations 
provide that no distinctions of sex should be 
made with regards to candidates for degrees. 

I am strongly opposed to the ban, Dr. 
Graham Little said yesterday. I think that 
the women have proved their case, and they 
ought to be, arid must be, allowed to go on. 
Much more importance ought to be given to 
academic rather than athletic qualifications. 
l am confident that the Senate will adopt the 
resolution on Wednesday and that a com- 
mittee of inquiry will be set up.

M. PAINLEVE ON THE 
PEACE PROBLEM.

PARIS, Sunday. 

Speaking at Thoiry, M. Painlévé, Minister 
of War, said that the question which domi- 
nated all quarters at the moment was the 
question of, international peace and: security. 
He greatly regretted the failure of the Geneva 
Protocol, but welcomed, the agreements of 
Locarno. and Thoiry, which had been guc- 
cessive steps in the Franco-German rapproche- 
ment, which was the corner-stone of Euro- 
pean reconstruction. 

France fully approved the policy of the 
League of Nations peacefully settling conflicts 
on the basis of justice and the respect of 
mutual rights. France disarmed, he declared, 
would be for some not an ‘example to be 
imitated, but a temptation. Consequently 
she must watch over her security, but her 
Army would be an Army in the service of 
Peace. 

Concluding, he said the Government policy 
of financial reconstruction had won the sup- 
port of the whole of France. Europe must 
organise herself to be able to protect her 
markets. against the formidable menace of 
American competition, which threatened to 
crush all rivalry.

IVE children perished in a fire that 
broke out a few minutes before 
twelve o'clock last Saturday night in a 
nursery school at Salfords, Surrey. 
With three other. children they were 
asleep in a dormitory on the top floor. 
Gallant attempts to save them were made 


by members of the staff, but the flames: 


spread so rapidly that the rescuers could 
not: reach the room after three children 
had been removed. The names 'oí the

WHERE FIRE STARTED 


——— 
HOW THEEE CHILDHEN 
WERE SAVED. 


-The school, a handsome three-storey 
building, with tall brick chimneys, stands 
in extensive grounds, and is approached 
by a broad carriage drive. Between 
twenty-five and thirty children were in 
the building when the fire broke out. 
Other pupils were sleeping in another 
house belonging to the school about a 
hundred yards away. 

The fire apparently started in a bed- 
room on.the third floor in which eight 
children, including the five victims, were 
asleep. The flames spread with great 
rapidity.’ Within a short time the whole 
building was blazing furiously, and when 
the fire brigades from Horley, Reigate 
and Redhill arrived, it was apparent that 
the school was doomed. 

Heroic attempts at rescue were made by 
Miss Tucker, the principal; Miss Young, 
her assistant, and Mrs. Sillem, one of the 
teachers. After carrying out the children 
who had been sleeping in the lower room, 
they rushed upstairs and entered the bed- 
room in which were the eight children. 
Despite the intense heat, they succeeded 
in removing three of the children, who 
were partly overcome by the fumes. They 
were then beaten back by dense clouds 
of smoke, which appeared to come from an 
oil lamp, and were unable to approach 
the other five children. 


A FARMER'S STORY. 

A farmer named Friend Atfield, seeing 
the flames darting from the windows of 
the school, and fearing that his cottage 
would be involved, hurried with his wife 
and child to a neighbour's house. Leaving 
them there, he ran to the cottage of his 
brother, James Atfield, and they both 
a to Sa Fan and. made repeated 
eitorts to reach the children in. the u 
dormitory, La ; mgthratticy « it 

“I met Miss Young carrying some of 
the children out in their night clothes,” 
said James Atfield, a burly young farmer, 
to a reporter. “The children were 
screaming with fear. Miss Young said 
that she did not know if there were any 
children left: in the house, but at that 
moment Miss Tucker came along and said 
that there were several children on the 
top floor. 

“With a young man named Belton and 
my brother I dashed into the house and 
ran to a landing, which was then a mass 
of flames. A door was partly ajar, and 
I pushed it open. Immediately flames 
and smoke poured out, and I just had a 
glimpse of the interior, which was like a 
raging. furnace. It was impossible to 
enter, and I returned to the ground floor. 

“A little later there was a big crash 
as the top floor collapsed, and the five 
8 omg ove hurled to the second storey 
where they were ing 
terribly burned.” ee ea 

The Fire Brigade, summoned by tele- 
phone by two servant girls from’ the 
school, made gallant efforts to quell the 
flames, but they succeeded in saving only 
a part of the ground floor. 


ASPHYXIATED IN THEIR 

Dr. Powell, of Redhill, who Bo a ‘a 
scene throughout the night, told a Press 
Association reporter that the five children 
must have been asphyxiated while they 
slept. He praised the gallant work of 
the headmistress and others who took 
part in the work of rescue. The children 


who were saved from the burning building

A vivid account of Miss Young's 
rescue efforts was given to Pig sm 
Association by a man living in the district. 
The sleeping children on the first floor were 
at once roused and removed, and then 
Miss Young dashed into the burning upper 
room in which the eight children were 
sleeping, he said. | She groped her way 
through the smoke and flames to a bed, 
caught an unconscious child in her arms 
and rushed to safety. 

Then she returned to the blazing room 
and seeing a face making towards the door 
she caught the child’s clothes and dragged 
her way to the door again. She was then 
overcome by the smoke and had to be 
assisted out of the building. 

Miss Tucker slso made a determined 
effort to enter the room, but she was 
driven back by smoke and flames. Nurse 
Parry, a member of the staff, shortly 
afterwards managed to enter the room, 
and by a great effort she succeeded in re- 
moving the third child. 


BEREAVED FATHER’S STATEMENT. 

Last night the father of one of the dead 
boys said to a Press Association reporter : 
‘Telegrams were sent to me and other 
bereaved relatives to-day by Dr. Powell, of 
Redhill. I motored over from London, 
and although I was naturally broken by 
the tragic death of my son, I feel quite as 
much sorrow for Miss Tucker as for my- 
self. She was heart-broken, for. she was 
much attached to all the children. 

‘The eight children were favourites of 
hers, and the room in which they were 
sleeping adjoined her bedroém. From 
what I could see of the position when I 
went over there to-day, itis apparent that 
the children must have been rendered un- 
conscious in their sleep by smoke and 
fumes.’ None of them could have cried out 
—they must. have died while asleep. 

“ Most of the boys and girls in the in- 
stitution are children. who have been

THREE. HOUSES BURNED. 

Damage estimated at: £17,000 has “been 
caused by a fire which broke out. in Langford 
street, Killorglin, early on Saturday morning, 
and involved Thomas O’Reilly’s cycle’ and 
hardware store; Patrick O’Shea’s wool store, 
and Cornelius’ Counihan’s.tenement house, in 
which weré fotir families.

The Civic Guard, under Sergeant: Monauan, 
were soon’ on: the scene, and, assisted. by 
civilians, did much to prevent, the. fire. from 
spreading. There was. no hose, and buckets of 
water were thrown on the flames. 

A- party of soldiers, under Lieutenant 
Lyons, arrived from. Tralee at about 7 a.m. 
They had no fire engine, and the. hose was 
not very effective, as the local water supply 
was very weak, By this time the fire had ex- 
tended to Shea’s wool store, which burned 
fiercely’ despite the heavy rain which was 
falling. 

The: Cork Fire: Brigade. . under Captain 
Ring, arrived at about 9.50, and pumping 
water from the stream had. the fire ex- 
tinguished im a few hours.

THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
| COUNTRY. 


In proposing the toast of “Ireland ” at 
the annual dinner of the St. Patrick’s Society, 
Barrow-in-Furness,.on St. Patrick's Day, Mr. 
J. Hl Robb, K.C., Parliamentary Secretary 
to-the Northerir Minister for Education, said 
that’ some reverend critics, gloomy in outlook, 
had recently been- lamenting the invasion. of 
Great Britain, by. the Irish, and they re- 
gretted the political consequences ‘of their 
presence. We took it for granted that Irish- 
men's natural’ ‘tlair for ‘politics gave them 
wherever they went an infjuence in politics 
out of propertion to their numbers. “' But,” 
said Mr. Robb. “ T think we are entitled to 
remind these critics of the contribution which 
lrishmen of to-day make to the. literary 
scientific and artistic development of Great 
Britain. In nearly every line of activity you 
will find Irishmen in the front rank—Bernard 
Shaw, George Moore, James Stephens and 
W. B. Yeats in literature; in journalism, 
Robert Lynd, St. John Ervine; James 
Fagan and Sean O'Casey: as playwrights; 
Hamilton Harty, one of our foremost con- 
ductors; Orpen and Lavery, in painting; 
Berkeley Moynihan and Almroth Wright in 
surgery; and Larmour in the realms of 
higher mathematics—where should we be 
without the contribution of these men in 
their several spheres? 

“ And where would navigation now stand 
without the work of William Thompson and 
Lord Kelvin? Where would motor traffic 
now be if that Belfast veterinary surgeon, 
Jd. B. Dunlop, had not invented the pneu- 
matic tyre? Nor should we forget that the 
British Parliament is. represented at.Geneva 
by Lord Cushendun, also an Irishman. In 
every sphere we can look with pride on the 
achievements of our compatriots. 


_ PROGRESS ALL ROUND, 

“ There is evidence of progress in many 
directions... While” Ireland still lacks its 
Scott or its Burns, never before, I think, have 
such a number of clever and delightful plays 
= novels son SIE by Irish authors, and 
the present level ef Iris try is pretty 
high if the output is small. Quite 4 siúil 
of- small country towns have local choral 
societies which present light opera, well- 
known plays, and in some cases quite excellent 
little sketches which have been written in the 
locality. Within the past few years there 
has been a wide extension of interest in 
musi¢, and not only has the scope of existing 
musical competitions been extended, but 
several little towns have established Feises of 
their own. There is evidence, too, of an 
awakening interest in Irish folk dancing. 

“TI should just like to refer to one other 
subject before I close, and to tell you that 
in Ireland we have at length awhkened to 
the great importance of tourist development, 
and that we are now taking “great pains to 
bring the unrivalled’ charms of Ireland before 
the travelling public of Great Britain, “Aus- 
tralia, Canada and America. Too long it 
was the case that the visitor to Ireland, while 
enchanted with the magnificent scenery of 
the country and the warm-hearted friendliness 
of the. people, was bitterly disappointed’ to 
find that the accommodation in many of the 
hotels, and the travelling facilities offered by 
many of the railways, were inferior to those 
offered by other countries. This is now all 


changed. All over Treland attention is being 


given.to those all-important questions, and 
the Ulster Tourist Development Association 
in the North and the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion in the South are both working in the 
most friendly way, to the resources of

THREE CHANGES IN 
THE MEASURE, .

THREE new proposals ate included in 


the new Prayer Book measure, which 
the House of Bishops wil! present for 
approval first to a joint meeting of the 
Convocations of Canterbury and York on 
March 28, and, if consent to the measure 
be given, to the Church Assembly on 
April 26. If adopted by the Assembly, the 
measure will then be submitted to Parlia- 
ment. 

An explanatory memorandum, ‘issued 
under the authority of the Archbishop of” 
Canterbury, states that certain provisions 
were included in the new measure because 
of the special place which was given to 
them in the discussions’ in both Houses of 
Parliament. These provisions read :— 


(4) The provision that in the public 
rayers of the Church a prayer for the 
King should be offered every morning and 
evening throughout the year. 

(2) ‘The \provision that the declaration 
concerniD ) neeling, commonly called the 
“ Black Rubric,” should be inserted at 
the end of the Alternative Order for Holy 
Communion, as well as at the end of the 
Order of Holy Communion in the Book of 
Common’ Prayer of: 1662 (sixteen “sixty: 
two). ; 

(3) The incorporation in the rubrics of 
rules dealing with the Reservation of the 
Consecrated Bread and Wine for the Com- 
munion of the Sick. It had been provided 
in the Deposited Book that rules were to 
be framed by the Archbishop and Bishops 
of the Province, or by Canons of Convoca- 
tions, and the Archbishops and Fishops 
issued some proposed rules with the 
Deposited Book when it was submitted to 
the Convecations, to the- Chnrch Assembly, 
and to Parliament. It seemed reasonable 
that detailed rules, whose value must 
depend on the experience of: administra- 
tion, should not at once have the fixity of 
rubrics. But a strong opinion was ex- 
pressed, especially in the debates. in Par- 
liament, that. before consent was given to 
the Book authorising Reservation, the way 
in which such Reservation was to be regu-_ 
lated should be definitely set forth in the 
rubrics. That has now been done. 

After discussing at length the points of 
contention in the rejected Prayer Book 
measure the memorandum ‘deals with the 
contents of the book which the new 
measure would sanction. 


THREE NEW PROPOSALS. 


_Three new. proposals are noted, these 
being : — 

‘In the rubrics of the Alternative, Order 
for the Communion of the Sick in the 
Deposited Book. (1927) provision was made 
for reserving the Consecrated Elements. for 
the purpose of Communicating the Sick. 

‘In the first of. these rubrics the priest 
was. authorised, when the Holy Com- 
munion cannot reverently or without grave 
difficulty be celebrated in private, and 
also when there are several known sick 
persons desirous to receive the Holy Com- 
munion on the same day, to set apart at the 
open Communion in the Church (with the 
consent of the sick persons) so much of the 
Consecrated Elements as may be necessary 
for their Communion. In such cases ‘the 
Consecrated Elements must be consumed 
during the day, and not taken back to the 
Church. This rubric remains. 

“ The. second rubric dealt with cases 
where further provision was needed and 
refers to what is commonly called con- 
tinuous reservation. 


THE BISHOP'S LICENCE. 


‘“In order to remove nrisunderstandings 
and. to make it clear that the Consecrated 
Elements are to be reserved ‘only for the 
Communion -of the Sick’ and to be ‘ used 
for no other purpose whatever.” The 
House. of Bishops has recast the form of 
this second. rubric. . In. its .present form 
the rubric lays emphasis on the duty of the 
Bishop, before he gives his Jicence, to be 
satisfied as to the-evidence of a real need 
for the Communion of the Sick and Dying 
for which the provisions of the first rubric 
would not be sufficient. 

‘‘'Further, in view of propcsals made by 
the House of Clergy and by the House of 
Laity, it is now provided that where the . 
bishop’s licence under this rubric is 
granted. or refused, the minister of the 
parish, or the people- as represented in the 
Parochial Church Council, may refer the 
question to the Archbishop and Bishops of 
the Province. 

“The fourth rubric of the Alternative 
Order for the Communion of the Sick lays 
down definitely the place and manner in 
which Consecrated Bread and Wine when 
reserved shall be kept, so as to secure that 
this shall. be done with all due. reverence, 
and at the same time that the only pur- 
pose of the reservation which can be 
sanctioned by the authority of the Church 
of Eagland—namely, the Communion. of 
the Sick and Dying, shall be made clear. 

“ A short declaration on Fasting Com- 
munion has been placed among the 
Genera! Rubrics of the Administration of 
the Holy Communion. This was done in 
accordance with the requests from both 
the House of Clergy and the House of 
Laity. 

“The purpose of this statement is to 
give the practice of fasting before Com- 
munion its due place as an ancient and 
laudable custom of the Church, but to 
guard against its being made oppressive to 
the Christian conscience by being required 
as a necessary condition of celebrating or 
receiving the Holy Communion, 


THE BISHOPS’ VIEW. 


“ The House of Bishops considered that 
this declaration belonged to the sphere o 
spiritual. discipline rather than of doctrine, 
and might, therefore, fitly be inserted as 8 
rubric. But the House of Clergy and the 
House of Laity requested the House of 
Bishops to consider the advisability of 
appending to the Alternative Order for 
the Communion of the Sick, in connection 
with the subject of reservation, a state- 
ment of doctrine about the Holy Com- 
munion. 

“The House of Bishops has given long 
and careful consideration to this request, 
but has come to the conclusion that such 
statement of doctrine cannot properly be 
included among the rubrics of the Prayer- 
book, and that, if it is desired, it ought to 
be issued after full consideration by the 
Convocations and with their authority. It

It may be interesting at this stage to give 
the grounds for expecting a continuance of 
the upward movement in Industrial Shares, 
according to the belief held by some of the 
mote optimistic members of the Stock Ex. 
change. It is based, not merely on the fact 
that certain companies, such as Courtaulds 
and the makers of gramaphone records, are 
known to be making big profits, but what is 
believed to be a coming change in the basis 
-apon which shares of industrial companies are 
valued. Formerly, these were regarded in 
the main as speculative. The prudent in. 
vestor did not buy Ordinary Shares, and he 
only bought Preference issues if they were 
well-secured, while not. infrequently when 
investing in an industrial concern he thought 
it only safe to buy Debentures, 


EXPERIENCE OF THE PAST. 

The experience of the past decade has 
clearly shown that a purehase of Ordinary 
Shares has been by far the most profitable 
form of investment. Not only has a much 
larger return beén received upon the money 
employed, but the capital has appreciated 
very greatly, whereas, in the case of Deben- 
tures especially, the purchasers have had to 
be content with a comparatively small yield— 
really quite a small figure when allowance is 
made for income tax—and he has perhaps 
seen his capital depreciate. What the 
optimist is now saying is that the great world 
of Europe is now completing the process of 
reconstruction after the greatest war of 
modern times. Consequently that industry 
een Europe must for some time to 
come be exceedingly active, with general com- 
mercial prosperity all round. In this 
perity we shall share as well as others—more 
than some, because of our supremacy in the 
world of manufacture. 


THE VALUE OF AN EQUITY. 


The argument is used, therefore, that those 
who now buy Ordinary Shares of industrial 
concerns are buying the equity of the busi- 
ness. They acquire a participation in the 
future prosperity of the undertaking, with all 
the chances of increased dividends, uses, 
and any other avenge that may accrue to 
them as proprietors. Because of the value of 
this equity, it is further contended, Industrial 
Shares in the future will rule on a much 
lower yield basis than was the case in the 
past. Instead of people expectipg to get any- 
thing from 7 to 10 per cent. on Industrial 
Ordinary Shares, they will in future be con- 
tent with 4 per cent., and ps Si per 
cent, or 3 per cent., simply because of the 
possibilities of the future. 


YIELD ON GOVERNMENT STOCKS. 


This, of course, is a somewhat novel view, 
and it is very doubtful if it is sincerely en- 
tertained by the bulk of the people who have 
recently been buying indunictelecones for the 
income return, but for capital appreciation, 
If it can be granted that there is something in 
the opinion it would be interesting to see the 
yield basis upon which Government securities 
are quoted when sound Industrial Shares 
are at a level giving anything from 4 per‘cent. 
down to 3 per cent. Even industria] com- 
panies pay their dividends with the deduc- 
tion of the income tax as a rule, and if an 
Ordinary Sharo returns only 34 per cent. to a 
purchaser on the basis of the market price 
that return is reduced to 16s. per cent., 
with ineome tax at 4s. in the £.

SPECULATION NOT INVESTMENT. 


It is to be feared that the ground for the 
rise in Industrial Shares during the last year 
or two is not a real belief in the superior 
merits of Ordinary Shares compared with Pre- 
ference or Debenture issues. It is very 
largely, if not entirely, a speculative move- 
ment. There has been baying of certain 
shares because it was believed that the par- 
ticular company was doing remarkably well, 
and would continue to earn big prokite for 
some time to come, but in the main shares 
have been oon simply because the pur- 
chasefs believed that prices would rise and 
thus give them a profit. 

Undoubtedly, as has been previously stated, 
such buying was partly induced by a desire 
to avoid income tax, for obviously profits 
from capital appreciation are not subject to a 
deduction of 4s. in the Up to now the 
policy of buying for a profit from market 
movements in prices rather than dividends has 

very successful, but an end will come 
to the appreciation in time. The termina- 
tion of the boom may be a long way off yet, 
but the prediction may be ventured that 
when it comes we shal] hear rather less of 
the superior attractions of Ordinary Shares of 
Industrial companies. 


WHAT MAY HAPPEN. 


Even the really sound investments of this 
kind will react because the view will spread 
that the previous rise had been overdone. 
and if such shares+as Courtaulds, Imperial 
Tobaccos, Gramophones, Columbia Grapho- 
phones, and Dennis Bros. give way, what 
will happen to the vast number of shases of 
the newer companies about which very little 
is really known, but the sharee of which 
have also et pes very greatly in market 
value? Shall we then see shilling shares 
standing at many hundreds per cent. pre- 
mium at a time when the £1 Ordinary or 
Preference issues of the same company are 
quoted at a substantial discount’? In such 
cases there will certainly be a levelling up, 
or down, of quotations. The mere fact that 
so many of these shilling shares have been 
run up to quite fancy figures provides some 
roof that the movement in industrials is 
argely speculative.

A—The new company starts with invested 
funds of over £20,000,000 and the income 
from it. 

B—The profits of the cable companies and

C—The fusion of interests must result in 
an enormous saving in expenditure by 
eliminating the duplication of stations, offices 
and staffs. 

D—Cut-throat and

E—The whole scheme of amalgamation 
depends upon the British and Colonial 
Governments making radical alterations in 
the conditions under which the cable and 
wireless compahies at present operate, and it 
is believed that these radica) changes will 
enable the users or the public to get reduc- 
tions in their charges mil still leave the new 
company in the position to make larger 
profits. 

F—It is recognised that the beam wireless 
method is much cheaper both from capital 
point of view and working expenses than the 
use of cables, and that there is bound to be 
a gradual transference of commercial work by 
the new company from cables to wireless. 
This will help enormously to reduce charges, 
to increase traffic and to increase profits. 

It is not yet clear what is meant by the 
holding company or as to the exact pro- 
portions in which the various shares of the 
new company will be divided among the 
éxisting shareholders in the Marconi and 
cable companies. 

For instance, the Marconi Company will 
have some difficulty in dividing the 3} million 
Preference, the 8,000,000 Ordinary and the 
5,850,000 Deferred Shares among its existing 
4,550,000 shares; and, if a holding company 
is to be formed, there will exist a difficulty 
as to the system of voting. 


HOW THE FUSION AFFECTS 
USERS. 


(FroM THE OBESERVER.) 

Complete confusion exists as to the mean- 
ing and effect of the fusion scheme pro- 
pounded between the Eastern group of cable 
companies and the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company. On general grounds it is realised 
that should the fusion actually take place 
both parties may benefit, owing to the 
absence of competition. It is, however, not 
quite so clear that the user of the two 
systems will benefit, and fears have been 
expressed in business quarters that a danger 
of the proposed monopoly is that the benefits 
in. the way of cheaper cabling anticipated 
from the developments in "' wireless ” may be 
delayed, if not indefinitely postponed. 

It is, however, in endeavouring to extract 
the meaning of the proposed fusion scheme 
that the greatest difficulties have arisen. 
Many questions are being propounded the 
answers to which are not yet forthcoming. 
It is asked, for instance, what becomes of the 
scheme if it be found impossible to make 
agreements with the British Post Office and 
the Governments of the Dominions and India. 
Such a question is one in which the political, 
military, and other interests of the whole 
Empire are involved. It will have to come 
before the Imperial Wireless Conference now

A THRILLING STRUGGLE. 

In’ the presence of the King—to whom in 
accordance with the usual custom the 
players of both sides were presented before 
the match*-and what must have been a 
record attendance for the ground England, 
on a glorious afternoon at Twickenham, de- 
feated Scotland by two tries to nothing. This 
victory gave England the international cham. 
pionship outright, for not only have ‘they 
‘vercome al] the home countries concerned, 
hut previously they defeated the Waratahs. 
This performance of winning five international 
encounters in the course of the season is 
not a record, for in 1908-09 Wales won all 
their four matches and overcame the Aus- 
tralian team as well. 

All the same, England's performance will 
probably rank as one of greater merit, for 
the Waratahs were unquestionably a better 
side than that which visited this country 
nineteen yea?s ago, while at the present time 
France are far from being the “‘easy game “ 
they were when they first joined in the inter- 
national tournament. Saturday's match was 
the fiftieth between England. and Scotland, 
and Engiand can now claim twenty-one vic- 
tories against twenty gained by their 
opponents. Incidentally England also re- 
sained possession of the Calcutta Cup, which 
Sastiond rented from them three vears ago. 
With so much at issue it was only to be 
expected that a huge crowd would turn up. 
‘rom an eatly. hour people flocked to the 
around, avd when at length some time before 
the start the gates were closed the holding 
capacity of the enclosure must have been 
reached. At any rate, the unusual sight for 
Twickenham. was seen of spectators bein 
allowed inside the low palings which secon 
the playing area. For a moment there was 
just a possibility that the people would 
encroach to too great an extent, and just as 
Hanley was about to kick off for England 
Engineer-Commander Cooper, the Secretary 
of, the Rugby Union, rushed across. the field 
and gave orders to stop the further_jnflux of 
spectators near the córmer flag on the north- 
eas! side. ‘ 

England went on to the field strong 
favourites, and by winning they justified the 
‘arth vreposed in them, but as in. most of 
their other matches they had a close call and 
not to put too fine a point on it did not pay 
the full penalty for many blunders in handling 
and passing. Still. they could at any rate 
point to the fact that they had a wonderfully 
sound defence. Not a single man _ shirked 
tis job in this respect, and on both sides the 
tackling all through a tremendously fast and 
in most respects intensely interesting 
truggie, reached a high level.

The 
manner in which he protected this side and 
made Young s task the easier was really 
admirable. Nothing indeed in his general 
play was so good as when Scotland heeled 
from a scrummage right on the England line. 
Before Nelson could get the ball away. how- 
ever. he was brought down by a great 
smothering tackle by the Waterloo man. 
Hanley, too, was always prominent in the 
loose, he, Periton and Stark often taking part 
tui close handling movements, while the 
tackling of Cove-Smith set the rest of the 
pack an eXample, which trom start to finish 
was excellently followed.

A STRENUOUS GAME. 


| BOHEMIANS 2: DRUMCONDRA 1. 


For the first time since the inception of -the 
competition, Bohemians won the Free State 
Cup last Saturday, defeating the holders, 
Drumcondra, in the final at Dalymount Park 
by the odd goal of three in what was one of 
the most strenuous Cup ties of the Dublin 
season. 

It was the amateurs’ first appearance in the 
final of the Cup, and they gained their saccess 
deservedly, the result being brought about by 
superior dash in the second half. 
he atmospheric outlook in the forenoon 
was not by any means promising, but, never- 
theless, the intense interest which the match 
aroused was thoroughly exemplified in the 
dimensions of the crowd, which represented 
close on £1,500. 

The ground, after the heavy rains, was In 
a sodden condition, but it was withal a very 
fast game all through. The hot pace was 
maintained to the final whistle, and in- 
cidentally it may begremarked that, while 
feeling ran high at intervals, the referee, Mr. 
Langenus, ‘of Belgium, handled the game 
splendidly, and that nothing unseemly oc- 
curred to mar the enjoyment of the huge 
crowd. : 

Where the Drumcondra ‘team failed was in 
their half-back line. Usually a sound, clever 
and persevering trio, the Drumcondra halves 
were, in this vital match, much below their 
form, and, with the middle line beaten time 
after time by the speed of the home forwards, 
a lot of very heavy work fell on the shoulders 
of the fulls and goalkeeper. But the latter 


rose to the occasion in grand style, and so | 


well did the remainder of the side try to 
make up for the shortcomings of the halves 
that even in the closing stages the holders 
were within an ace of making a draw of it. 

he visiting forwards, however, in the 
second half had to forage, more or less, for 
themselves, and. with the line so much 
hampered from lack of support from behind, 
the Bohemian backs had a comparatively easv 
task of it. Had Drumcondra played as well 
as a team as they usually do the result might 
have been different. 

Speed, as was expected, was the determining 
factor in the victory of the Bohemians. whose 
forwards, particularly in the second half, 
played with much of the dash which 
characterised so many Bohemian lines'in Cup 
ties in the past. Fiven when the team were 
in arrear, midway through the first half. the 
front line never lost touch with their halves, 
with the result that the goal scored bv Keogh 
for the holders was equalised by White about 
ten minutes after Cannon had been beaten. 

Thus at the interval the teams were on 
level terms. Then came a dour struggle for 
the goal which everyone realised would decide 
the issue. The Drumcondra defence held out 
against the strong attacks of the home for. 
wards for fully half an hour. Then the ball 
skid off Covile’s foot for a corner for 
Bohemians. The. flag kick was well placed. 
and in the ruck Dénnis placed the ball into 
the net for what proved the last score. 

Even so Drumcondra never relaxed 
efforts; they fought with desperation, and 
once Cannon was almost caught napping; but 
the goalkeeper got the ball away, and that 
was the last time the home goal was in serious 
danger. Both teams have played better foot- 
hall. It was a typical Cup final, and the 
football was not always as clean as it might 
have been, but, as remarked, there was no 
serious breach of the rules. 

The Cup went to the better team on the 
day, and, as Bohemiaus also won the Free 
State League. the team may be said to Mave 
had one of the most successful seasons in the 
recent history of the club. which has done so 
much for amateur football in Treland since it 
was formed.
